Red China Warns U. S. 
To Accept Peace Terms 
Or Face Fight to Finish

TOKYO UP'—Red China Wed- | 
nesdav warned the U. S. to accep t 
Communist terms for p eace in Ko- I 
rea or face a fight to the finish | 
along the bleak battlefront. 
In a direct challenge to U. S. 
President Eisenhower’s new ad­ 
ministration, Red Premier Chou 
En-lai demanded unconditional re­ 
sump tion of truce talks at Pan- 
munjom, an immediate cease-fire 
and an 11-p ower p olitical confer­ 
ence to settle the thorny question 
of war p risoners. 
Called Old Stuff 
American officials immediately 
rejected the broadcast threat as 
“old stuff.” They said it was the 
same p rop osal advanc'd by Russia 
in the U. N. last December and 
v oted down, 40-5. 
These are the conditions laid 
dow’n by Red China’s No. 2 leader 
in a broadcast ov er Peip ing radio: 
1. “If the U. S. has the will and 
desire f;>r p eace ir Korea she 
s h o u l d unconditionally resume 
talks at Panmunjom.” 
2. Red China and North Korea 
“are 
ready 
for

immediate 
cease-fire on the basis of agree­ 
ment already reached 
at Pan- 
monjom.” 
3. “Thereafter we are p rep ared 
to discuss the questions of p ris­ 
oners of war at an 11-p ower p oli­ 
tical conference. 
Then Chou hurled this belliger­ 
ent challenge: 
“If the new American adminis­ 
tration has no intention to do so 
and continues to adop t p olicies of 
the Truman administration in Ko­ 
rea and intends to further enlarge 
and ex tend the Korean War, we 
are thoroughly p rep ared to fight 
it out with the aggressors to the 
last.” 
Allied negotiators, fed up with 
15 months of fruitless wrangling, 
walked out of the Panmunjom 
talks Oct. 8 . They said they would 
return only if the Communists 
agreed to one of sev eral U. N. 
p rop osals or came up with some­ 
thing new. 
Want POWs Back 
The Communists want back all 
of the 122,658 POWs held by the 
U. N. The Allies hav e agreed to 
send back only the 8 3,000 willing 
to return. 
Chou’s tirade was a quick Red 
rep ly to President Eisenhower’s 
State of the Union sp eech Monday . 
Eisenhower said he was ordering 
the U. S. Sev enth Fleet to stop 
“shielding” the China mainland 
from p ossible invasion by Chiang 
Kai-Shek’s Nationalist Chinese. 
Michael J. McDermott, p ress of­ 
ficer of the State Dep artment, said 
in a statement at Washington: 
“This is old stuff. This p recise 
p rop osal was introduced by Sov iet

If I were a farmer planning my 
pouhry 
production for 
19 53 I 
would plan my poultry enterprize 
either as a family food or a com­ 
mercial b usiness. 
It I planned a food enterprise, I 
would keep just enough hens to 
supply my family with eggs. Many 
small farm flocks that produce a 
small excess supply of eggs lose 
money .for the producer who gen­ 
erally must sell his surplus pro­ 
duct on an unclassified market. 
If I planned a commercial en­ 
terprise, I would plan to produce 
the product that would giv e me the 
greatest return from the markets 
av ailab le. This could either* b e a 
laying flock with a graded egg 
market, a hatchery market or a 
special market such as a store or 
hotel. If the b est market av ail­ 
ab le was an unclassified market I 
would not consider a commercial 
laying flock. 
I would plan my commercial 
b roiler enterprise in such a way as 
to maximize efficient use of the 
lab or and capital av ailab le. 
In some cases such planning 
means a reduction in the numb er 
of b roilers grown and in some 
cases it means an increase. Feed 
prices should b e lower and will 
b e no higher than last year, b roil­ 
er prices will b e lower, and chick 
cost could b e higher than last 
year.

Why Social Security! 


(Continued from Wednesday) 


Among many other ways in 
which, as communities, we have 
recognized the importance of wise 
money management for any of our 
people is the movement for co­ 
operative self-help credit unions, 
initiated in the States and later 
sponsored by the Federal Govern­ 
ment. Thrift and credit coopera­ 
tives are now chartered and su­ 
pervised by 40 States as well as 
the 
Federal 
Government 
for 
groups of people bound together 
by common interests in employ­ 
ment, church or lodge mem ber-! 
ship, labor and farm organizations, j 
and the like. They provide for | 
their members a safe depository 
of small regular savings, which 
may be in units as small as 25 
cents a month. The savings that 
members accumulate form funds 
from which, in turn, they may 
borrow, under proper conditions J 
and at fair rates, to meet emergen­ 
cies such as sickness or to finance 
transactions too big to be fitted 
into the regular pay check, such ; 
as repairs to the home, a washing 
machine, and the like. 
“Social Inventions” 
One social historian has called 
measures like these “social in­ 
ventions.” They are ways we have 
invented to fit our social life to 
the changes brought by mechani­ 
cal and scientific inventions. 
One major social invention was 
put into use for the first time in 
the United States when Wisconsin 
passed its unemployment compen­ 
sation law in 1932. This law, like 
the workmen’s compensation law’s, 
was a form of social insurance. 
As 
workmen’s 
compensation 
protects workers against the loss­ 
es and costs of accidents to life and 
limb, so unemployment insurance 
protects them against part of the 
wage loss they suffer from the ac­ 
cident of having no job. It is not 
charity or relief. It helps to pre­ 
vent need for relief. Like other 
kinds of social insurance, it spreads 
the cost of losses among large 
numbers of people and over a 
period of time, so that not all the 
burden falls on the workers who 
are out of jobs. 
By the, beginning of the 1930’s, 
many people were talking about 
our need for social insurance,' not 
only against unemployment but 
also against other widespread eco­ 
nomic risks of workers and their 
families. 
Social insurance is a form of 
savings. It is designed to enable 
people to meet the unusual de­ 
mands for which most of us, low 
and moderate-income people, can­ 
not hope to save enough individ­ 
ually—disability that strikes at an 
early age, more than average costs 
and losses from sickness or un­ 
employment, death of the bread­ 
winner on whom others depend, 
ahd so on. 
If all families met with only 
average costs and losses from all 
such causes, all but those with 
very low incomes could meet them 
individually. But the losses come 
unevenly and unpredictably and 
in some homes, repeatedly. Saving 
through social insurance spreads 
the risk and the costs over the 
whole group of people who are 
subject to them and gives indi­ 
vidual families far greater pro­ 
tection than they can secure alone. 
Under social insurance, workers 
or employers or both, and some­ 
times also the Government, lay 
aside small regular contributions 
to build up the insurance funds 
from which benefits are paid to 
insured workers or their families 
when the worker’s earnings are 
lost by reason of one of the causes 
covered by the insurance system. 
The contributions made by or on 
behalf of individuals wrhile they 
are earning thus meet part of the 
wage loss that some of the covered 
group will suffer in any year and

that practically all will suffer at 
some time during their lives. They 
are like the premiums that people 
pay for fire insurance or insur­ 
ance on their car, in which the 
costs of the misfortune of those 
who have a fire or accident are 
spread over the whole insured 
group and over a period of time 
and so are not a crushing catas­ 
trophe for the unlucky ones. 
Social insurance benefits are in­ 
tended to provide a basic m ini­ 
mum security which families will 
supplement in other ways, by oth­ 
er 
insurance, 
home 
ownership, 
bank accounts, and so on. The in­ 
surance benefits replace part of 
the w orker’s wage loss when he 
cannot earn, and thus help him 
and his community by supplying 
some money to help him and his 
family pay the rent, grocery bills, 
and other essential expenses. The 
assurance of small regular amounts 
when a man cannot earn encour­ 
ages rather than discourages thrift 
by making savings more w orth­ 
while and by keeping misfortunes 
from wiping out the savings of 
past years. The benefit for which 
an insured w orker qualifies is paid 
to him regardless of any other re­ 
sources he or his family may have. 
Social 
insurance 
in 
this 
and 
other countries is geared to em ­ 
ployment covered by the insurance 
system. Some people will not have 
been able to earn insurance rights 
because they have worked in non­ 
covered jobs or have not held cov­ 
ered jobs long enough to qualify. 
Others may meet with a series or 
combination of misfortunes that 
uses up their insurance rights or 
requires more compensation than 
the system can afford to provide 
out of the contributions workers 
can readily pay. Still others may 
suffer wage losses or other eco­ 
nomic catastrophes from causes 
the system does not cover.

I 
Through inflationary periods the 
top governmental salaries alw ays: 
lag behind the rise in living costs. 
The salary b ill doesn’t attempt to J 
put the judges in the relative fi­ 
nancial position they had twelve j 
years ago. But it does propose an | 
important reduction in the penalty j 
for judicial service with $17,500; 
for Supreme court judges and j 
$16,000 for the courts of appeals. : 
Of course judicial salaries don’t 1 
necessarily f o l l o w population, j 
Delaware with the third lowest 
state population and little R hode: 
Island, pay their Supreme co u rt, 
judges $17,000 a year. Wisconsin, | 
only a.little smaller than Missouri, 
offers the same $12,000 a year. But i 
generally the populous states with i 
heavy legal business recognize the . 
importance of their judges with 
Supreme court salaries ranging up 
to New York’s $32,500 plus a $5,- 
000 expense account. 
Fortunately most judges serve 
because they like the work. Some 
highly qualified men are able or 
willing to accept judicial appoint- j 
ments at a large sacrifice in in- j 
come. But it is unreasonable and I 
reckless for the state to fall too 
far out of line.

drinkers, who are conspicuously 
absent from Washington cocktail 
parties and capital city taverns,”

Jim Bogle reports good success 
in erradicating Johnson grass with 
a combination of cotton and geese. 
He says that a 160 acre field that 
was very heavily infested with 
Johnson grass was planted to cot­ 
ton for the three years 1949-51. 
Johnson grass and other weeds 
were kept under control with geese 
the num ber of geese ranging from 
one to two per acre most of the 
time but as high as three in some 
periods. When the field was plant­ 
ed soybeans in 1952, not more than 
a dozen small clumps of Johnson 
grass appeared. 
The other day someone telephone 
me to ask if weeds and grass could 
be kept out of cotton with sheep 
without injury to the cotton. I 
didn’t know the answer and didn’t 
know of anyone who had had ex­ 
perience with sheep in cotton un­ 
til I talked with Mr. Bogle. He said 
that his father has used sheep to 
some extent in New Mexico. He is 
doubtful if the practice is to be 
recommended. 
His father found 
that the sheep will nip the cotton 
a little. Jim Bogle raised the ques­ 
tion of possible damage by the 
sheep running over the cottom 
field during the wet weather that 
we usually have in the early sum ­ 
mer. 
I have been interested in Mr.

Jim Bogle reports good success 
in erradicating Johnson grass with 
a com bination of cotton and geese. 
He says that a 160 acre field that 
was very heavily infested with 
Johnson grass was planted to cot­ 
ton for the three years 1949-51. 
Johnson grass and other weeds 
were kept under control with geese 
the num ber of geese ranging from 
one to two per acre most of the 
tim e but as high as three in some 
periods. W hen the field was p lant­ 
ed soybeans in 1952, not more than 
a dozen small clumps of Johnson 
grass appeared. 
The other day someone telephone 
me to ask if weeds and grass could 
be kept out of cotton w ith sheep 
w ithout injury to the cotton. I 
didn’t know the answ er and didn’t 
know of anyone who had had ex­ 
perience with sheep in cotton un­ 
til I talked w ith Mr. Bogle. He said 
that his father has used sheep to 
sonic extent in New Mexico. He is 
doubtful if the practice is to be 
recom m ended. 
His father found 
that the sheep will nip the cotton 
a little.

If I were a farmer planning my

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Why Social Security!

Among 
many 
other 
ways 
in 
which, as communities, we have 
recognized the importance of wise 
money management for any of our 
people is the movement for co­ 
operative self-help credit unions, 
initiated in the States and later 
sponsored by the Federal Govern­ 
ment. Thrift and credit coopera­ 
tives are now' chartered and su­ 
pervised by 40 States as well as 
the 
Federal 
Government 
for 
groups of people bound together 
by common interests in employ­ 
ment, church or lodge m em ber­ 
ship, labor and farm organizations, 
and the like. They provide for 
their members a safe depository 
of small regular savings, which 
may be in units as small as 25 
cents a month. The savings that 
members accumulate form funds 
from which, in turn, they may 
borrow, under proper conditions 
and at fair rates, to meet emergen­ 
cies such as sickness or to finance 
transactions too big to be fitted 
into the regular pay check, such 
as repairs to the home, a washing 
machine, and the like. 
“Social Inventions” 
One social historian has called 
measures like these “social in­ 
ventions.” They are wrays we have 
invented to fit our social life to 
the changes brought by mechani­ 
cal and scientific inventions. 
One major social invention was 
put into use for the first time in 
the United States when Wisconsin 
passed its unemployment compen­ 
sation law in 1932. This law, like 
the w orkm en’s compensation law’s, 
was a form of social insurance. 
As 
w orkm en’s 
compensation 
protects workers against the loss­ 
es and costs of accidents to life and 
limb, so unemployment insurance 
protects them against part of the 
wage loss they suffer from the ac­ 
cident of having no job. It is not 
charity or relief. It helps to pre­ 
vent need for relief. Like other 
kinds of social insurance, it spreads 
the cost of losses among large 
numbers of people and over a 
period of time, so that not all the 
burden falls on the workers who 
are out of jobs. 
By the. beginning of the 1930’s, 
many people were talking about 
our need for social insurance,1 not 
only against unemployment but 
also against other widespread eco­ 
nomic risks of workers and their 
families. 
Social insurance is a form of 
savings. It is designed to enable 
people to meet the unusual de­ 
mands for which most of us, low' 
and moderate-income people, can­ 
not hope to save enough individ­ 
ually—disability that strikes at an 
early age, more than average costs 
and losses from sickness or un­ 
employment, death of the bread­ 
winner on whom others depend, 
and so on. 
If all families met with only 
average costs and losses from all 
such causes, all but those with 
very low’ incomes could meet them 
individually. But the losses come 
unevenly and unpredictably and 
in some homes, repeatedly. Saving 
through social insurance spreads 
the risk and the costs over the 
whole group of people who are 
subject to them and gives indi­ 
vidual families far greater pro­ 
tection than they can secure alone. 
Under social insurance, workers 
or employers or both, and some­ 
times also the Government, lay 
aside small regular contributions 
to build up the insurance funds 
from which benefits are paid to 
insured w’orkers or their families 
when the w orker’s earnings are 
lost by reason of one of the causes 
covered by the insurance system. 
The contributions made by or on 
behalf of individuals while they 
are earning thus meet part of the 
wage loss that some of the covered 
group w’ill suffer in any year and

that practically all will suffer at 
some time during their lives. They 
are like the premiums that people 
pay for fire insurance or insur­ 
ance on their car, in which the 
costs of the misfortune of those 
who have a fire or accident are 
spread over the whole insured 
group and over a period of time 
and so are not a crushing catas­ 
trophe for the unlucky ones. 
Social insurance benefits are in­ 
tended to provide a basic m ini­ 
mum security which families will 
supplement in other ways, by oth­ 
er 
insurance, 
home 
ownership, 
bank accounts, and so on. The in­ 
surance benefits replace part of 
the w orker’s wage loss when he 
cannot earn, and thus help him 
and his community by supplying 
some money to help him and his 
family pay the rent, grocery bills, 
and other essential expenses. The 
assurance of small regular amounts 
when a man cannot earn encour­ 
ages rather than discourages thrift 
by making savings more w orth­ 
while and by keeping misfortunes 
from w’iping out the savings of 
past years. The benefit for which 
an insured worker qualifies is paid 
to him regardless of any other re­ 
sources he or his family may have. 
Social 
insurance 
in 
this and 
other countries is geared to em ­ 
ployment covered by the insurance 
system. Some people will not have 
been able to earn insurance rights 
because they have worked in non­ 
covered jobs or have not held cov­ 
ered jobs long enough to qualify. 
Others may meet with a series or 
combination of misfortunes that 
uses up their insurance rights or 
requires more compensation than 
the system can afford to provide 
out of the contributions workers 
can readily pay. Still others may 
suffer wage losses or other eco­ 
nomic catastrophes from causes 
the system does not cover.

recognized the im portance of wise 
m oney m anagem ent for any of our 
people is the movem ent for co­ 
operative self-help credit unions, 
initiated in the States and later 
sponsored by the Federal G overn­ 
m ent. T hrift and credit coopera­ 
tives are now chartered and su­ 
pervised by 40 States as well as 
the

groups of people bound together 
by common interests in em ploy­ 
m ent, church or lodge m em ber­ 
ship, labor and farm organizations, 
and the like. They provide for 
th eir m em bers a safe depository 
of sm all regular savings, which 
m ay be in units as sm all as 25 
cents a month. The savings that 
m em bers accum ulate form funds 
from which, in turn, they may 
borrow, under proper conditions 
and at fair rates, to m eet em ergen­ 
cies such as sickness or to finance 
transactions too big to be fitted 
into the regular pay check, such 
as repairs to the home, a washing 
m achine, and the like. 
“Social Inventions” 
One social historian has called 
m easures like these “social in­ 
ventions.” They are w ays we have 
invented to fit our social life to 
the changes brought by m echani­ 
cal and scientific inventions. 
One m ajor social invention was 
put into use for the first tim e in 
the U nited States when Wisconsin 
passed its unem ploym ent com pen­ 
sation law in 1932. This law, like 
the w orkm en’s com pensation law ’s, 
w as a form of social insurance. 
As 
w orkm en’s 
com pensation 
protects w orkers against the loss­ 
es and costs of accidents to life and 
limb, so unem ploym ent insurance 
protects them against part of the 
wage loss they suffer from the ac­ 
cident of having no job. It is not 
charity or relief. It helps to p re­ 
vent need for relief. Like other 
kinds of social insurance, it spreads 
the cost of losses am ong large 
num bers of people and over a 
period of tim e, so that not all the 
burden falls on the w orkers who 
are out of jobs. 
By the. beginning of the 1930’s, 
m any people w ere talking about 
our need for social insurance,' not 
only against unem ploym ent but 
also against other w idespread eco­ 
nom ic risks of w orkers and their 
fam ilies. 
Social insurance is a form of 
savings. It is designed to enable 
people to m eet the unusual de­ 
m ands for which most of us, low 
and m oderate-incom e people, can­ 
not hope to save enough individ­ 
ually—-disability that strikes at an 
early age, m ore than average costs 
and losses from sickness or un­ 
em ploym ent, death of the bread­ 
w inner on whom others depend, 
abd so on. 
If all fam ilies m et w ith only 
average costs and losses from all 
such causes, all but those with 
very low incomes could m eet them 
individually. But the losses come 
unevenly and unpredictably and 
in some homes, repeatedly. Saving 
through social insurance spreads 
the risk and the costs over the 
whole group of people who are 
subject to them and gives indi­ 
vidual fam ilies far greater pro­ 
tection than they can secure alone. 
U nder social insurance, w orkers 
or em ployers or both, and some­ 
tim es also the G overnm ent, lay 
aside small regular contributions 
to build up the insurance funds 
from which benefits are paid to 
insured w orkers or their fam ilies 
w hen the w orker’s earnings are 
lost by reason of one of the causes 
covered by the insurance system. 
The contributions m ade by or on 
behalf of individuals w hile they 
are earning thus meet p art of the 
wage loss that some of the covered 
group will suffer in any year and

that practically all w ill suffer at 
some tim e during their lives.

The 
assurance of sm all regular am ounts 
when a man cannot earn encour­ 
ages rath er than discourages th rift 
by m aking savings m ore w orth­ 
w hile and by keeping m isfortunes 
from wiping out the savings of 
past years. The benefit for which 
an insured w orker qualifies is paid 
to him regardless of any other re ­ 
sources he or his fam ily may have. 
Social insurance 
in 
this 
and 
other countries is geared to em ­ 
ploym ent covered by the insurance 
system . Some people will not have 
been able to earn insurance rights 
because they have w orked in non­ 
covered jobs or have not held cov­ 
ered jobs long enough to qualify. 
O thers may meet w-ith a series or 
com bination of m isfortunes that 
uses up their insurance rights or 
requires more com pensation than 
the system can afford to provide 
out of the contributions w orkers 
can readily pay. Still others may 
suffer wage losses or other eco­ 
nom ic catastrophes from causes 
the system does not cover.
